There is 
no disputing the fact that the wit- 
nesses for the defense are undergoing 
a severe ordeal at the hands of Mr. Gage 
and are suffering from it.

ELECTIONS. 


Not since the general campaign of 
last fall have there been so many elec- 
tions held simultaneously as those 
which occur today in ten States, 
namely, Ohio, Iowa, New Jersey. Vir- 
ginia, Massachusetts, Nebraska, Mis- 
sissippi, New York, Pennsylvania and 
Maryland. Some of these States elect 
Governors and other officers; some 
State officers and not Governors. In 
Ohio a United States Senator will be 
chosen to st.cceed Senator Payne. 

Either directly or remotely, the legis- 
lative elections will bear upon the po- 
litical complexion of the United States 
Senate. In the West, the contests in 
Iowa and Ohio excite great interest. In 
Iowa the Democrats are making des- 
perate but hopeless efforts; advocating 
“tariff reform’’ and high license as 
against a protective tariff and prohi- 
bition. Both parties propose close 
regulation of common carriers. 

In Ohio the campaign has been a 
very warm one, and while the Demo- 
crats make strong boasts, there is but 
a very slight chance of their overcom- 
ing the influence of Foraker’s popu- 
larity. 

No leading State officers are to be 
elected in New York, but the future of 
Gov. Hill, who leads the Democratic 
campaign, is really involved in the out- 
come. In New York city, Democratic. 
faction is again rife, Tammany being 
alone against the field, the County De- 
mocracy having united substantially 
with the Republicans in support of a 
citizens’ ticket. 

In Virginia, the outlook is very good 
for the Republicans. Last year Cleve- 
land only received a plurality of 1539 
in the State. 


ANOTHER OFFER. 


The Insane Commissioners met again 
yesterday, to await infosmation from 
Mr. Waterman as to whether they are 
commissioners, but no news came. So 
they followed their usual method of 
procedure and adjourned, after getting 
a modifleation“ of the Rhodes tract 
offer. Tne modification simply amounts 
to the offering of 500 acres instead of 
550 acres, at $130,000 instead of $1450,- 
000° This is a reduction of price from 
$272.72 to $260, or $12.72 per acre—about 
5 percent. It still leaves the price a 
very steep one in our estimation. 

Yesterday Messrs. Estudillo and 
Pico telegraphed to the Governor, of- 
fering a tract of 890 acres well wooded 
and watered, and adjoining the north- 
éasterly corner of the city of Los An- 
geles, being only three. miles from the 
Plaza, for $150,000, or 400 acres for 
$275 per acre. This is only $168.31 per 
acre for land adjoining the city of Los 
Angeles, or, in other words, 890 acres 
for only $20,000 more than is asked for 
500 acres five miles from San Bernar- 
dino. There can be no question of 
comparison between these two sites, 
either as to climate or present and ap- 
proximate value. If Mr. Waterman 
really has the interest of the State at 
heart.he will give his new commission 
—or whichever body is at present in 
power—a hint to consider this offer 
and report favorably thereon, which 
we imagine would be sufficient as 
things are now.running. 


BIG PRICES FOR BUILDINGS. 


At the meeting of the Board of Edu- 
cation, on Saturday, the following res- 
olution was offered by Mr. Cox and 
lost: 

To erect a four-room building at Hansen 
and Vignes streets at a cost of $10,345; a 
two-room building at Prichard and Flora 
streets, €3725; to add four rooms to the 
Breed-street school, $4660; add four rooms 
to the Ame)ia-street school, $4645; erect a 
four-room buiiding at Aipine street, $10,000; 
erect a four-room building at Beaudry 
street, $10,000; add four rooms to the Cas- 
telar-street school, $6800; add four rooms to 
the Temple-street school. $4960; add two 
rooms to the Seventh-street school, $3145; 
erect an eight-room building on Ninth street, 
$16,482; and remove the od Pine-street 
school and erect an elgbt-room building, 
$16.482, 

Mr. McIntosh disclaimed any connec- 
tion of the Building Committee with 
the foregoing recommendations, and 
the erection of schoolhouses in each 
ward was then taken up separately 
and most of them recommended. 

These prices appear to be extraordi- 
narily high at the present time, when 
lumber and labor are both so cheap, 
and a handsome little five-room, hard- 
finished cottage can be built for less 
than $900. On the surface, it looks as 
if the city was expected to pay at least 
twice as much as would be charged to 
a private citizen for similar work.

„My ease? Tbere is no such thing 
as ease as long as a man occupies the 
position that I do. This is the first 
moment I've had today. I’ve been at- 
teading public meetings, and listening 
to petitions from women and every- 
body on every conceivable subject, 
until I’m completely tired out. They 
visit me at all hours. There is noth- 
ing but work, and notwithstanding 
that I’m always at it wherever I am, 
I’m 500 letters behind in my office in 
Sacramento. I have been busy all 
day and I'm busy all the time. 

„When in Southern California re- 
cently there was so much to do that 
instead of getting away in two or 
three days 1 had to stay twenty. I 
wanted to get that asylum matter fixed 
up and several other things. It all 
takes attention. 

WILL RUN FOR GOVERNOR AGAIN. 

es. it is a fact, — , that not- 
withstanding all this work and worry 
I will be a candidate for the office 
again. I don't kuow what I'll do it 
for, but now that I'm in the place Pll 
run for it again.

DEVELOPING PARCHED REGIONS. 

In regard to what has been done to 
irrigate the dry sections of California 
and what ought to be carried out un- 
der the next State Government, I 
think that the Wright bill answers all 
phases of the situation practically and 
will help us out.

SOME OF OUR CITIZENS WHO 
ARE TALKED ABOUT, 


Business Men Who Have Worked 
Their Way Up to High Positions 
~—Men Who Give Their Services 
to the People. 


Its in- 
habitants come from all over the coun- 
try, and are in many cases men of dis- 
tinction. So we have as a result a 
community made up to a certain ex- 
tent of men who have made a name 
before they came here and have been 
tried in the public cause. Every mo- 
ment of the day some man passes 
along our streets whose life history is 
not only interesting, but of positive 
value, to our young men as anexample 
of the struggles that have to be 
made often times during a short life 
time before the man reaches the top 
round of the ladder of success. Let 
us * at a few ony eee men.

AMOS d. THROOP, 

the President of the City Council. 
That Mr. Throop has some hold upon 
the affections of the people as well as 
their political preferment you soon 
learn, as every man who speaks to him 
calls him Fatuer —a very suggestive 
title, and Father Throop well deserves 
the name, as he has been the patron of 
many of the good things which we 
have. His interest in the Universalist 
Church is but one; the astronomical 
observatory, the Public Library—offer- 
ing to go to Chicago and mortgage his 

roperty rather than have the city lose 
t—are others. Father Throop, while 
one of our most active men, was born 
in 1811, in New York State, and 
in 1832 he arrived in Michigan 
with about as little as one would wish 
to travel on, but he had the energy 
and push that always brings success. 
In 1848 he went to Chicago and 
started, as it were, with this great 
city. He saw the first locomotive en- 
ter it; was an organizer of the Board 
of Trade, and identified with many of 
the initial movements ot the city. He 
was long on the Committee ot Arbi- 
tration, and bis influence was always 
strong and good for the right. Mr. 
Throop in 1852 built the Garden City 
House, in its day the best hotel 
in that city, and known all over the 
country. He was elected Alderman 
in 1849, and again in 1876, and durin 
there years was the Assessor 0 
West Chi 1 
a member of the Board of Supervisors 
of Cook county, and in 1855 he was 
elected City asurer, handling large 
sums of money. Mr. 2882 als 
deen “of the Stabe Legis! 
ture. He.came to Los Angeles i 
1880, and finally to Pasadena, where 
he now occupies the position of high- 
est honor in the city’s affairs. 

Passing with Mr. Ball we see 

, MR. P. M. GREEN, 
president of the First National Bank, 
whose character and work have al- 
ways been felt in Pasadena on the 
side of that which is for the best. Mr. 
Green is the father of the banking 
business of this city, and his individ- 
ual efforts have shaped our financial 
policy toa great extent. Mr. Green 
was born in Indiana in 1838. At the 
age of 20 we find him studying law in 
Shelbyville,, with Davis, Wright & 
Green, and in 1860, at the beginning of 
the war, he was practicing law. His 
talents were soon appreciated, and he 
became City Cierk, City Attorney in 
rapid succession, and was prominent 
in the organization of the city govern- 
ment. Later he moved to Indianap- 
olis and went into the wholesale busi- 
ness, coming to California for his 
health in 1873. Mr. Green settled in 
Santa Barbara, then came to Los An- 
geles, and finally to Pasadena, as a 
member of the Indiana Colony.“ He 
engaged in fruit culture, and was in- 
terested in every step the town took. 
In 1879 he represented his district in 
the Legislature, being a member of 
the first session after the adoption of 
the present Constitution. Mr. Green’s 
legal and general ability here was of 
great value in the questions that arose 


regarding the changing or ap- 
tation of laws the n- 
stitution. He was a member of 


the Committee on Labor and Capital, 
and of the Committee on Education. 
In 1885 Mr. Green organized the pio- 
neer the First 
capital of $100,000, and was made its 
resident, and its phenomenal success 
s due to his sagacious management. 
Mr. Green has been identified or con- 
sulted in about every movement in 
Pasadena, and conservative 
man, his judgment is higbly esteemed. 
His interests are large. he being a 
stockholder in several Pasadena and 
Los Angeles institutions. 
MASTERS AND MARTIN. 
Here is Mr. W. U. Masters and Mr. 
Martin, both well-known and popular 
men. Mr. Masters is the founder of 
the present postal system of Pasadena, 
and he accomplished itgut of his own 
pocket.

THE 57 OF NOVEMBER 


IN HISTORY. 


Today is preémihently an English 
anniversary, recalling as it does the 


GUNPOWDER the inauguration 
of the Revolution of 1688, and the bat - 


tle of Inkermann. The originator of 
the Gunpowder Plot was Robert 
Catesby, a Protestant who had been 
reconverted to Catholicism, and who 
invented a scheme for destroying at 
one blow the King, Lords and Com- 


~| mons. He first divulged the plot to 


Tuomas Winter, who procured the as- 
sistance of the celebrated Guy Fawkes. 
Other confederates were gradually 


added and the plotters established 


themselves in asecluded house in Lam- 
beth. One Thomas Percy, a gentle- 
man pensioner at court, hired a house 
adjoining the building where Parlia- 
ment met, and it was resolved to blow 
up the Lords and Commons by carry- 
ing a mine through the wall. 
This was in the — of 
1604, but active operations were 
delayed till the following Decem- 
ber. To avert suspicion, the conspira-. 
tors laid in a large store of provisions 
to obviate the necessity of going out 


to buy them. Their work hal made 


considerable progress, when a dealer 
in coal, who occupied a cellar beneath 
the House of Lords, vacated the prem- 
ises and the plotters quickly bired it 
of the coal merchant. Thirty-six bar- 
rels of gunpowder were secretly placed 
in this vault, and large stones and bars 
of iron were thrown in, to increase the 
destructive effects of tneexplosion. It 
was now May, and the plotters awaited 
the moment of execution. Guy Fawkes 
was to ignite the gunpowder by means 
ofasiow burning match, and was to 
embark on board a ship which was to 
carry him to Flanders: As the 


fatal day approached, differences 
arose among the conspirators 
on the question of . giving 


warning to some special friends to keep 
away from the next meeting of Parlia- 
ment. Catesby protested against any 
such proceeding, but the plot was re- 
vealed to the Government by one of 
the contederates, who preferred failure 
to the death of a few Catholic friends. 
The arrest, trial and execution of the 
conspirators quickly followed. 

1859 a special service for the 5th of No- 
vember formed part of the ritual of 
the English book of common prayer 

but it was then abolished by specia 

order of tre Queen and Council. The 


day is, however, still an occasion of 


hubbub and uproar among the juvenile 
population of Engiand. 

On November 5, 1688, William, Prince 
of Orange, landed at ‘Torbay and in- 
augurated the great REVOLUTION OF 
1688, which forms the boundary be- 
tween two great epochs in history— 
those of arbitrary and constitutional 


ginnings of modern demvucracy. 
On the 5th of November, 1800, it was 
settled by the Privy Council that in 
consequence of the Irish union, the 
royal style and title, George III., by 
the grace of God of Great Britain 
France and Ireland, K ng, etc., shoul 
be changed to George III., by the 
grace of God of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, King, 
etc. The title of King of France, 
which had been borne by the English 
monarchs for 430 years) was thus 
abandoned. During the war between 
England and n, in the reign of 
Elizabeth, commissioners 
he ish commissioners pro 
that the negotiations should be carried 
on in the French tongue, observing 
sarcastically, that the gentlemen of 
England could not be ignorant of the 
language of their fellow-subjects, their 
Queen being Queen of France, as weil 
as of England.“ “Nay, in faith, gen- 
tlemen,’’ dryly replied Dr. Dale, oue of 
English commissioners, the French

For six hours the Brit- 
ish kept their assailants at bay, until 
the arrival of 6000 French troops. 
when the Russians were repulsed, with 


a loss of 9000 men. The allies lost 462 


killed, 1062 wounded and 91 missing. 
Sir George Cathcart and Gens. ane 
ways, Goldie and Torrens were killed. 

he redoubtable GEN. B. F. BUTLER 
is 71 today. He was born at Deerfield, 
N. H., graduated at the age of 20, and 
in 1841 began the practice of law at 
Lowell, Mass. He early took part in 
politics, and in 1860 wus a 328 to 
the Democratic Convention at Charles- 
ton, S. C. His military career is too 
familiar to require repetition. Butler 
was elected to Congress in 1866, as a 
Republican, and in 1882 the Democrats 
elected him Governor of Massachu- 
setts.
